Eighteen  of  the  2  4  parishes  have  a  piped  water  supply. 

Careful  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  position  should  the 
existing  main  supply  be  interrupts dewing  to  enemy  action.  The  supply 
would  bo  distributed  to  Parke ston  and  that  portion  of  the  district 
v^hich  includes  Manningtree  and  portions  of  Mistley  and  Lawford  by 
me  an  s  of  wa  te  r  c ar  t  s « 

In  the  rest  of  the  area  the  number  of  houses  taking  v/ater  from 
the  main  is  under  30^oj  the  remainder  obtain  their  supply  from  private 
shallow  wells.  Should  the  main  water  supply  completely  fail  I  do  not 
anticipate  anything  more  serious  than  inconvenience  except  in  the 
two  areas  mentioned  o.bove;  and  to  a  less  eegree  also  the  villages  of 
Little  Clacton.  Thorpe  and  Wix.  The  same  procedure  would  be  carried 
out  here  as  in' Parke ston  and  Manningtree  should  it  become  necessary.
